with the Hall under the control of a 
house manager, ilr. F. D. Howlo, 
who was only recently appoltvt«d, and 
with Harry Avison piloting fhe S. C. A. 

From a purely mat'^rliili.'tic i>oint of 
view, the most Important Improvement 
and the one whch has been most fre- 
quontly commented upon, is the install- 
ation of a now hicntlng. system; which 
win w.-irni tho Imllding from top to 
bottom and supply absolute physical 
comfon to the seventy residents, even 
tnou<.-i tho winter winds twist in al! 
fury nr.v.ind the outer walls-. The new 
heating system typifies nothing less 
(ban the l)e.<»t :ind no expense what- 
ever has been spared. Xaturally then 
there is no ilri;iSit .is to the satisfac- 
tion which will result when tho ap- 
pstratus now being installed Is tuvuiriit 
into action. The huge boiler, which 
la ibeing placed at present in the base- 
ment, win heat tho building throug-h- 
out with steam, und-^ will supply -loO 
millions of hot wMor in an hour for 
the sliowciis. 

'tllie .Hinoli of wet i>aim .and danger 
iiU'.ns tlirougliouc the building indicate 
iluui Llio linportniit task of i»t,.M-iur dec- 
orating Is iioai'lng completion. If no 
uiiiluo obstiiclos aro oiicountorcd the 
ptilntera should leave boi'oi-o the end of 
llio wuok and not till then will ttao»o 
tivtorostéil' 'bo able .to rmllae fully the 
axtent of tho Improvoni'cnts. Those ex 
lend lliroiigihoitt ttio uiiilrc bulldhiiS »tnd 
Include tho painting of hallways ajid 
ciirrldors and tho vnrnl'iilng of floor* 
'I'lio rir.Ht, soconil auil thlril floors 
have honnfrtted by the résulta of re- 
dacoratlng, this being especially true 
of the lower and upper ooinmon rooinc», 
of l.he proHont billiard room, and of the 
main lobb.v. Ui suvw-ral p'.i«cv.h the old 
oleolrlo fl.\turps luivo be^n replaced 
and now bod.s, U'ddiiig- and iiieecs of 
furnlUire also have boon purchased 
Tho now i!*olieino of inanagemont is 
111 Iho ^irontesi iuii^orlamv ibm may be 
slated iirletly.

•-ed a committee to examine Into the 
raisons d'etre of the traditional 
"Harvard Indifference", tihe College 
shook with the rhythms of à ribald 
and not too subdued chuclcie.
